The Chinese Hvil. 



If the foundatiou-BtonoB of a build- 
ing be dniggod from tiio base, tlio 
superstructuro muBt fall. If the 
"facts" on which au arguaieut is 
founded be proved to Ijo falsehood, 
the entire urgumont must cnuublo. 
The Governmout, through its organs, 
is making an effort to nhow that its 
policy to encourage (Jhinese labor 
is the one beat suited to the\vautB and 
requirements of the country. On 
Tuesday the organ iu thiH city grossly 
insulted tliewhito laborers of Briti.sh 
Columbia by asserting that one eon- 
tractor had foand them to bo idle, 
drunken, worthless vagabonds ; while 
the Coolie, on the other hand, was 
held up as a sort of seraphic creature 
who bad been suffered to stiay from 
Paradise for a brief season to teach 
tha poor benighted white men of 
British Columbia good morals and the 
art of subsisting on two "bits" a day. 
We challenged our contemporary io 
produce the name of the contractfu 
whb has made the important discovery ; 
but the name is not forthcoming. AVe 
then showed (we think clearly) thai 
the Chinese contribute little or noth- 
ing to the support of the institutions 
of the Province; and in reply we are 
told that 

"Thoy are largo consumers of rice, 
opium, liquors, tobacco, tea, and various 
kinds of preserved fruits, ou nil of which 
they pay a high rate of duty." 

Is it true, as would appear from this 
p-iragraph, thai our oonLoinponiry \h 
ignorant of the fact that the reveiiuo 
derived from duties on the arlicleH 
enumerated does notfoim part of the 
revenue of the province? Docs ho not 
know — what every one who took the 
trouble to read hia arttcle knows— 
that every dollar of the Cuslouis rev- 
enue goes to Canada? What, then, 
becomes of his argument that the 
Chinese laborers are heavy contribu- 
tors towards the revenue of this Prov- 
ince ? The only tax the Chinaman is 
azked to pay is $2 a year road-tax, and 
two-thirds of them, by shifting their 
quarters frequently, hiding in dark 
cellars, and using the receipts issued 
to other Chinamen, evade even that 
psltxj impost. Ask the tax collectors 
ji sodx be not the faot. Tea, these 
Oeiestial cherubs — these offspring of 
tiie starzy hosts, who have been sent 
down on a mignon to civilize the 
laboring men of British Colombia, are 
in the habit of evading the payment 
of a two^oUar zoad-tax, which all 
white men have to pay toward the 
Bnppoit of the institutions of the 
country. Lfet it be well understood 
by the people of British Columbia tiiat 
nearly all the public monies voted for 
roods and bridges, and the cofferilnm, 
will be given to Chinese laborers. Lei 
them also understand that not a single 
Chinaman now in the country b-as even 
a wife to support, let aloue a family ol 
idiildreii, and, fuuiUy, letit be known 
frii and near that while their insane 
and indigent sick are provided for ul 
jiublic expense, road-tax is the only 
contribution by the Chinese laLorurs 
towards the revenue, and wlmt lie 
fonies of our contemporai y s ai-^ 1 1 1 nun t? 
( )ir own belief , founded '<ii expori- 
cnco gftinod in California, is thai in 
proijortion as the Chinese laborer is 
encouiaged in this Province, the white 
laborer will bo driven away; for they 
cannot support thenistdves and their 
families on wages that will enable a 
t 'iiinauian to live and send two-thirds 
of his wages away to the Flowery 
Kingdom. In Cidifornia no ('iiiiia- 
man is emplojod on either federal cir 
Statu work. Private employers of laljor 
ifliiv ()ii]pli>y v/lioiu tln\v jdcase there; 
but not a single dollar of the ta.\i)a.y- 
er's money goes into u Chinaman's 
hands. Such, we maintain, should be 
the enlightened policy of our Govern- 
ment; and no member who has favor- 
ed the present ruinous policy desetveB 
the endorsement of his constituents.

WAT TO THK BoNUIIOI-UKIlS. NkW Yoni£, 

Aug. 12— Tho Northern I'auilio Ivailway, 
with all tho franchises of tho cnmpuuy, 
including tho property of the coiuijany, 
except those lands ivhiuh liave been 
patented or certified, was sold under a 
decree of ootirt at auotion tc-day on the 
steps of tho custom bouse. Tho whole 
was bid in as an entirety by tho purchas- 
ing committee, consisting of Living- 
tone, Billings, Stark, Moorhoud, Hutch- 
inson and Dennisou,' ro])reKC'nting the 
general body of tho bondholders who 
have naaeutcd or may hereafter a.ssout 
to the plan of purohnse and reorganizing, 
there being no conipotitors. Tho price 
realized was tho nominal ono of §100,000. 
Tho sale result.s iu tho transfer of all the 
company's pr()j)orty and rights to tho 
bondholders, bonds to bo surrendered 
and concolod and holders to receive pre- 
ferred stock in the reorganized company 
pursuant to tho terms of t!ie j)lan repj o- 
sented by tho purchasing committee. 
This loaves the company free from debt, 
with nearly a million dolUrs of loose as- 
sets to convert into cash for beginning 
tho extension from tho Missouri river to 
Holona, Montana, to bo au|)j)lemonted by 
the first mortgage bonds, and S''i,000,OU(l 
of material aid expected _ from Montana 
under proper popular safeguards.

If the patron of tho living 
has settled upon you a i)ersou who 
dresses fauta.^tically, and causes him- 
self to bo censed at the communion 
table, and sprinkled with holy water; 
or who causes acolytes and cruoifers 
to make processions and to kneol 
about him while ho rubs their fore- 
heads with black powder from a ves- 
sel previously blessed, sprinkled, aud 
censed; or who worships caudles and 
images, and puts up coufessional-box- 
es iu your little parish church, and 
'altar-cards' on the modest commun- 
ion-table containing invocations to the 
Virgin Mary, the Twelve Apostles, and 
a variety of saints and martyrs of the 
pie-lloformation period— when all or 
any of these things occur in the wilds 
of Yorkshire or Somersetshire, where 
there may be another church within 
a Sabbath-day journey of their homes, 
the hardship to the parishioners bti- 
comes intolerable. These things do 
eo on in country parishes, and where 
this is 80, I cannot blame the church- 
wardens aud parishioners for wishing 
to have them stopped. 

"But when the war of litigation haa 
once commenced, where will it end? 
The Ritualists have already shown 
their hand. A leading member of 
their body argued last month in the 
pages of the "Contempoiaiy Review" 
that the new Act having violated one 
of the principles of tho English Con- 
stitution (namely, that 'eccdesiasiical 
laws are to be administered by eccles- 
iastical people' 1 and destroyed the le- 
gal jurisdiction of tho English episco- 
liato, tho Ilitualistic clei;;y cannot re 
coyiuzo tho now jildgu and ought not 
to obey the new court erenited by the 
Act.
